A new creature in Christ 
should possess qualities which set him 
{ apart from the sinner and the life of the 
yiold creation. The nature is changed; 
j therefore the distinguishing qualities 
J. must be different. Whereas the old creat- 
7 ion lived unto self in the carnal, the new 
i creature lives unto God in the spiritual. 
} Whereas the old creation used any means 
i in its possession to reach glory for itself, 
the new creature in Christ Jesus lives 
according to the dictates of God within 
is heart. “Now the works of the flesh 
are manifest, which are these; adultery, 
1 fornication, wncleanness, lasciviousness. 
) idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 
* emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, here- 
| sies, envyings, murder, drunkenness, 
* revellings, and such like; of the which 
I tell you ‘before, as I have also told you 
' in the past, that they which do such 
things shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God.” (Gal. 5:19-21). Contrast these 
swith the qualities that grow within the 
ew creature in Christ. This creature 
lives in the Spirit, as evidenced by the 
» fact of the spiritual life and peace in 
i his heart. “For they that are after the 
f flesh do mind the things of the flesh; 
‘but they that are after the Spirit the 
things of the Spirit. For to be carnally 
) minded is death; but to be spiritually 
ininded is life and peace.” (Rom. 8:5,6). 
‘This continual living in the Spirit nat- 
urally brings into that life the qualities 
brought by the Spirit; that is to say, the 
fruit of the Spirit. “But the fruit of the 
+ Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
| gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance: against such there is no 
daw.” (Gal. 5:22,23). 
| We must differentiate between the 
! fruit of the Spirit and the gifts of the 
| _ Spirit. The fruit of the Spirit is given 
to the individual to mark him as being 
Na follower of God, different from the 
sinner. “By this shall all men know that 
' ye are my disciples, if ye have love one 
| to another.” (John 13:35). The nine 
gifts are supernatural and belong to the 
‘church, not the individual. Every new 
creature in Christ Jesus possesses the 
‘fruit of the Spirit in some measure. 
iy ‘Every born-again child of God does not 
_ tecessarily possess a gift of the Spirit. 
All nine of the fruits of the Spirit are 
: within the knowledge and understand- 
ing, and some even within the ability of 
“man: whereas all the gifts are definitely 
‘supernatural and are beyond the powers 
of human knowledge and sagacity. The 
fruit of the Spirit is for character, none 
is miraculous; whereas the gifts of the 
Spirit are for power, and all are mirac- 
—ulous. ‘ 
Invariably fruit grows; it is not in- 
vented, it is not made, Just so with the 


Donald Lehmann is pastor of the East 
“Palo Alto Community Church.

fruit of the Spirit. We cannot make 
them in our lives, or can we cause them 
to be present miraculously in our make- 
up. But in every new creature in Christ 
Jesus who walks not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit, the fruit begins to grow. 
We cannot expect to see in a babe in 
Christ the love, or even the joy, that 
is expressed in the heart and_life of the 
older, established Christian, because 
fruit grows; it is not miraculously ac- 
quired. And remember, the moment 
fruit ceases to grow, it begins to wither 
and decay. If fruit is not seen in your 
life, drop back to Calvary and regain 
Christ within your heart; separate from 
sin, and then watch the Spirit of God 
begin to allow the fruit of the Spirit 
to be seen in your life. 

Is it not reasonable to think that God, 
whose distinguishing characteristic is 
love, should make love the first distin- 
euishing characteristic in the one whom 
He has recreated in His own moral and 
spiritual likeness? Love is the difference 
between God and Satan. Therefore, it 
must follow that love in the life and 
heart of the new creature in Christ is 
the first essential difference between 
him and the worldly sinner. This love 
that exists in the heart of the believer 
toward his fellow believers in Christ is 
manifest because of the same Spirit, the 
same newness of life, the same Christ, 
the same relationship to God in one as 
in the other. Such divine comradeship 
between believers is possible because 
their interests are the same—to glorify 
God and Him alone. In oneness of pur- 
pose one finds oneness of love. That 
is why love grows in the Christian’s 
life. Because as we become more and 
more established and grow into spiritual 
maturity, we partake more of the joys 
and sufferings of Christ; and in partak- 
ing of these things, we grow into the 
purpose of God. The manifestation of 
this love is toward our fellow disciples. 
“Beloved, let us love one another; for 
love is of God; and everyone that loveth 
is born of God, and knoweth God. He 
that loveth not knoweth not God; for 
God is love. And this commandment we 
have from him, that he who loveth God 
love his brother also.” (1 John 4:7,8,21). 

Joy, another fruit of the Spirit, is 
drawn freely into the heart and life of 
the new creature in Christ Jesus. “There- 
fore with joy shall ye draw water out 
of the wells of salvation.” (Isaiah 12:3). 
The first burst of bubbling joy in the 
life of the believer is but a foretaste of 
that deep artesian joy which grows into 
the life of that one who allows himself 


to dwell continually in holiness. The first 
love within the heart of the new-born 
child of God was never intended to be 
a temporary measure. It is a permanent 
fixture placed in the heart to grow and 
grow in the joy of the Lord, that joy to 
abound in Christ and in His abiding 
resence. “Whom having not seen, ye 
ae in whom though now ye see him 
not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy 
unspeakable and full of glory.” (1 Peter 
1:8). “Thou wilt shew me the path of 
life, in thy presence is fulness of joy; 
at thy right hand there are pleasures for 
evermore. (Psa. 16:11). There is com- 
fort in serving God when we realize that 
no matter what the trials, no matter what 
the heartaches, the deep joy of God rolls 
on within our breasts, unperturbed by 
the cares and trials of the surface. “But 
rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ's sufferings, that when his glory 
shall be revealed, ye may be glad also 
with exceeding joy.” (1Peter 4:13). 


There is a vast difference between 
the fun which enters a life through the 
avenue of worldly pleasure and the joy 
of the Lord, the seed of which is planted 
at salvation to grow forever in the life. 
Worldly pleasures are short-lived. They 
are here - today - and - gone - tomorrow 
thrills. This accounts for the ungodly 
habits in the life of the sinner. He par- 
ticipates in worldly pleasure, seeking 
to satisfy an inner urge for joy, but be- 
cause the joy of his pleasure is short- 
lived he must soon return to it in order 
to re-supply that pleasure. This continues 
until a habit is formed, and the joy of 
the world has become no more joy, but 
rather it has become a slavery in the 
life. Rejoice in your separation unto God. 
It is in this separation and holy living 
that we have the continual growth of 
joy within our lives, a distinguishing 
mark in the child of God. 

“Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you: not as the world giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.” (John 
14:27). There is no unrest comparable 
to the unrest in the heart outside the 
love of God. On the other hand, there 
is no rest comparable to the peace that 
Jesus gives. If peace becomes a distin- 
guishing quality in our lives, it has be- 
come a part of our character and na- 
ture. “Blessed are the peacemakers; for 
they shall be called the children of God.” 
(Matt. 5:9). 

In the life of the new creature in 
Christ Jesus, we meet the fruit of long- 
suffering, meaning the patience of the 
saints in times of trouble, a virtue found 
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only in the life of the consecrated Chris- 
tian. Could anything except the fruit of 
longsuffering have taken Paul through 
those last few years of terrifying prison 
life and still leave him to say, “For me 
to live is Christ, and to die is gain’P 
(Phil. 1:21). Never do we find even a 
whisper of complaint through the hard- 
ships of his ministry. His only word is 
the still-echoing declaration (a repeti- 
tion of what God had told him) “My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for mui 
strength is made perfect in weakness, 
Most gladly therefore wiil I rather glory 
in my infirmities, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me.” (2 Cor. 12:9). 

The next distinguishing virtue which 
sets aside the Christian from the sinner 
seems to have been neglected in the 
consideration of some. Gentleness is next 
on our list of fruits. Gentleness prompts 
us to relieve want, overlook injury, re- 
strain unkind feelings, soften severe 
judgment, and correct ungracious man- 
ners. Criticism. and faultfinding have 
spoiled more reputations and blighted 
the joy of more people than almost any 
other evil in the church. These unkind 
traits are nearly all enumerated in the 
works of the flesh, distinguishing marks 
of the sinner. New creatures in Christ 
have a different making. They are gen- 
tle in spirit, overlooking much in order 
to see glory come to our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. A fruit, gentleness 
grows, increasing as one matures in 
Christ. 

The word good means contrary to 
immoral acts and applies to all the vir- 
tures of life. Therefore goodness must 
mean that in a Christian’s life that trait 
is to be found. It is not an optional vir- 
tue in the life of the Christian; it is 
necessary that it be in the life of every 
new creature in Christ. Fruit growing 
on a tree is a part of that tree. There- 
fore, let us guard ourselves that that 
part of us which is our moral strength 
is well cared for, that the fruit be in 
evidence. 

“Faith is the assent of the mind to 
the truth of God’s revealed will.”—(Dix- 
on Analytical Bible). The phase of faith 
here considered as one of the fruits of 
the Spirit has to do with our character 
growth, not the supernatural display of 
God’s power in protection as we find in 
the gift of faith. Neither is it saving faith 
such as that we exercise at conversion. 
The fruit of faith is that which links 
up our natural mind to the will of God 
as revealed to us. It goes without saying 
that staying in the center of His will 
is the ultimate objective of the life of 
every new creature. But the sinner is 
his natural state of mind is at enmity 
with the will of God. Let Christians take 
heed and realize that the consent of 
the mind to the will of God is one of the 
things used by God as a distinguishing 
mark. The nature of the born-again child 
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of God is given of God. Therefore the 
natural course of events would follow 
that our minds (now governed by God) 
should consent to His will. There is 
nothing of mystery in this then to say 
that this fruit will grow continually, for 
as we grow further into His nature, we 
also grow more completely into His will. 
This is the evidence of the fruit of faith 
ir: our lives. 

In the character qualities thus far 
mentioned we have not met any which 
would tend to govern the temper of the 
born-again Christian. This need is met 
in the next fruit of the Spirit, meekness. 
A Bible index defines meekness as “A 
state of mind not easily provoked to 
resentment. It subdues the impetuous 
disposition and teaches it submission 
and forgiveness.” Many fail most in the 
matter of keeping the temper under 
subjection. Rages of anger blight lives 
and break contact with God. So many 
of us allow anger to have its outlet in 
the words we speak. We offend, we 
hurt, we steal the happiness of others 
because we lack the character of the 
mature child of God, as evidenced by 
our lack of meekness. “For in many 
things we offend all. If any man offend 
not in word, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole body.” 
(James 3:2) When meekness has grown 
to such proportions within our lives that 
we are able to show the disposition of 
Christ (“But Jesus gave him no answer” 
—John 19:9) we will be well on our way 
in growth toward maturity in holiness 
and the resulting Christlike character. 

Temperance, the last-named of the 
fruits of the Spirit, can by no means be 
classified as the least important. It is in

His attitude toward his brothers (love); |} 
his own inward feelings and their ex-f 
pression (peace and joy); his patienced} 
in trouble (longsuffering); his godly 
attitude of courtesy and kindness (gen- 
tleness ); his moral structure (goodness); 
his attitude toward the will of God} 
(faith); his character as concerns anger 
and temper (meekness); and his being} 
as concerns balance in eating and drink- 
ing, in his spiritual life as well as his: 
physical body. These things set the: 
Christian in a class by himself. These} 
things prove that even “now-we are the} 
sons of God.” These are the qualities: 
which declare loudly that the Christian: 
has been made a partaker of the nature} 
of Christ. When this has happened, it’ 
is the result of a life lived in the Spirit, 
set apart, sanctified, and holy in the 
sight of the Lord. 

Holiness is the key to a Spirit-filled | 
Christian character. Such a character will 
be able to accept the responsibilities of 
the church of Jesus Christ and cause’ 
that church to grow. Such a character : 
can be relied upon in the material things ; 
of life as well as the spiritual. Let us) 
strive toward the place in character’ 
which will shame the sinner, convict 
the growing Christian, and set us apart} 
unto God, distinguished by the growing | 
fruit in our lives. “And the Lord make 
you to increase and abound in love one’ 
toward another, and toward all men, 
even as we do toward you: To the end! 
he may stablish your hearts unblameable 
in holiness before God, even our Father, , 
at the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ | 
with all his saints.” (1 Thess. 3:12, 18). .

These words made an impression up- | 
on me at the time I read thm, and I

The words were true at the time they 
were written, and they are true today;

The Lord Jesus was and is 
the living Word. There is no higher au- 
thority in heaven or in earth. What He 
has said, or what He says, stands, and 
stands forever, it matters not what man 
may say or think. When His words are so. 
plain that even a child can understand 
them, so plain that they need no ex-. 
planation, why should we ask a theolo- 
gian to tell us what they mean? Mark 
these words which I have quoted: “The- 
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# ology is theology, and theory is theory, 
@, and dogma is dogma; but when the Mas- 
_ter speaks all jangling voices ought to 
_ be hushed.” 
_ There have been many “jangling 
voices.” Many are being heard in almost 
all parts of the world, and they’ will 
continue to be heard until our Lord shall 
come and set up His kingdom in the 
earth. These jangling voices will then 
_ be silenced for at least a thousand years. 
j, In the meantime, while it is impossible 
for us to silence them, we ought not 
- to be influenced by them; neither ought 
we to be disturbed. We should never 
forget that the situation is perfectly un- 
‘derstood by Him, and that He is capable 
of taking care of His own interests and 
of the interests of His cause. He said 
_ concerning the church that He was pur- 
posing to found, and that He has found- 
ed, “The gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it,’ and we know that what He 
said is true, for He said it. 
Among the jangling voices that have 
been heard, or are being heard, is the 
voice that tells us that the Bible is 
merely a piece of literature and should 
_be treated as such rather than, as we 
have been taught and have believed, 
as the inspired and infallible Scriptures 
of truth. That the Bible is a piece of 
_ literature we are ready to concede, and 
we believe it is the greatest piece of 


_ ever will see. But it is more than a piece 
of literature; it was written by holy men 
-_ who wrote as thy were moved by the 
- Holy Spirit, and it is absolutely infall- 
“ible. We do not believe in the infallibil- 
‘ity of the pope, but we believe in the 
-infallibility of the Bible. There is no 
_ book like it. My father, when he was a 
_ young man, wrote many verses; he pos- 
sessed considerable poetical ability, and 
had he continued to make use of his 
talent he might have made a mark in 
the world as a poet. Practically none of 
‘his verses have been preserved, but here 
-is one that he wrote in a Bible that my 
mother presented to him before their 
~ marriage: 


- “Yes, yes, this blessed Book is worth

- For what are all the joys of earth 

ies Compared to joys of heaven? 

_ his is the guide that Jesus gave 
--*'Fo lead to realms of day, 

The star whose luster gilds the grave, 

The light, the life, the way.” 


/ My father was right. And so was Paul 
who wrote, “All scripture is given by 


furnished unto all good works.” 2 Tim 
8:16. Mark the fact that Paul 
sav “some Scripture” but “all” Scripture 
It is true that the “all” was left out of 
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the Revised Version, where we read, 
“Every scripture inspired of God is also 
profitable for teaching,’ etc. The infer- 
ence is that there may be some Scripture 
that was not inspired, and so we are 
left to determine what Scriptures are 
inspired and what Scriptures are not 
inspired. But the revisers were not jus- 
tified in making the change, as our best 
scholarship now concedes. In the  Re- 
vised Standard Version we read, “All 
scripture is inspired by God, and profit- 
able for teaching, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, and for training in righteousness, 
that the man of God may be complete, 
equipped for every good work.” A most 
excellent rendering. Let those who have 
a prejudice against this version recog- 
nize this fact and see that here at least 
these so-called modernistic translators 
have given us a much better rendering 
than did the revisers in 1885 or the 
American revisers whose revision ap- 
peared twenty years later. It is now 
agreed that the translators of the King 
James Version of 1611 gave us the cor- 
rect rendering, and we are indeed grate- 
ful that the modernistic ‘scholarship of 
today has done us this signal service. 
The statement of Paul concerning the 
inspiration of the Scriptures is not to 
be tampered with. 

But truth has ever been a subject 
of attack on the part of carnally minded 
men. A. distinctively modernistic min- 
ister in Oakland while I was pastor of 
First Church announced that he would 
preach on “What is Left of the Bible.” 
He said, “It is our task to discover what 
remains of the Bible after our best 
scholarship has pointed out the myths, 
the legends, the fictions and the inac- 
curacies that are found in it. That there 
is a lot of chaff we know, but we have 
a task, and that task is to discover the 
wheat that is hidden in the chaff.” 

1 have quoted this minister as an 
illustration of the jangling voices that 
here and there are being heard. Let us 
not forget that “when the. Master speaks 
all jangling voices ought to be hushed.” 

What does the Master say about the 
Scriptures? When the Sadducees, the 
modernists of His day, called into ques- 
tion the doctrine of the resurrection of 
the dead, Jesus said, “Ye do err, not 
knowing the scriptures, nor the power 
of God.” Matt. 22:29. To the Jews who 
rejected His claims, He said, “Seach the 
scriptures; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they which 
testify of Me.” John 5:39. At another time 
He said to these same Jews, “The scrip- 
ture cannot be broken.” John 10:35. 
Among the portions of Scripture that we 
are being told cannot be accepted as 
literal truth is the book of Jonah, but 
tlie Master put His stamp of approval 
on the authenticity of the book. He said, 
“As Jonas was three days and three 
nights in the whale’s belly; so shall the 


Son of man be three days and three~ 
nights in the heart of the earth. The 
men of Nineveh shall-rise in the judg- 
ment with this generation, and_ shall 
condemn it: because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and behold, a 
greater than Jonas is here.” Matt. 12: 40, 
41. The-entire Old Testament, as we 
now have it, was accepted by the Jews 
of our Lord’s day as the inspired Word 
of God, and there is no intimation any- 
where in the New Testament that our 
Lord ever called into question any sin- 
ele portion of it; on the other hand there 
is the strongest possible evidence that 
He believed it all, and regarded it as 
both inspired and infallible. And we 
are all agreed that “when the Master 
speaks all jangling voices ought to be 
hushed.” So, let the jangling voice that 
in any respect questions the Word of 
God be silent. 

Another jangling voice asserts with 
considerable confidence that, while there 
may have been manifestations of super- 
r-tural power in the past, there are 
none at the present time, for miracles 
are not now needed, and so they have 
eoased. Upon what authority has this 
assertion been made? Certainly not upon 
‘he authority of the Master. The Lord 
Jesus commissioned His disciples, and 
afterwards empowered them, and He 
it was who said, “These signs shall fol- 
low them that believe: in My name 
shall they cast out demons; they shall 
speak with new tonaues; they shall take 
up serpents; and if they drink any deadly 
thing it shall not hurt them; they shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover. Mark 16:17, 18. It was He too 
who said, “Truly, truly; I say to you,’— 
mark the emphasis He puts upon this 
saying, His saying,— “he who believes 
in Me will also do the works that I do; 
and greater works than these will he do, 
because I go to the Father.” John 14:12, 
R.S.V. And let us not forget that “when 
the Master speaks all jangling voices 
ought to be hushed.” So, let the jangling 
voice that tells us that the day of miracles 
has gone by be silenced. Let it rather 
be said that if miracles have ceased 
anywhere it is because faith is at a low 
ebb. Wherever there is adequate faith 
there are miracles. 


Another jangling voice tells us that 
it is folly to look for the personal return 
of our Lord. He was here once, and here 
in bodily form, but He will not come 
in bodily form again, and to look for 
His return is folly. Not as many are 
saying this as once said it. An increas- 
ingly large number of ministers during 
the past few years have been preaching 
that Christ will come again, and come 
soon. This is one of the most encourag- 
ing signs of the times, and it is an indi- 
cation in itself that the midnight hour 
is approaching. Our Lord said, “At mid- 
night there was a cry made. Behold the 
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bridegroom cometh; go ye out to meet 
him.” Matt. 25:6. 

That our Lord taught when He was 
here in the flesh that He would someday 
personally return to the earth is appar- 
ent to every person who can read, and 
who believes what he reads in the Gos- 
pels. Here is a single citation from the 
Word, “Then shall appear the sign of 
the Son of man in heaven: and then shall 
all the tribes of the earth mourn,’—the 
reference here being to Zech. 12:11-14, 
—“and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory.” Matt. 24:30. 
Somebody said to Mark Twain “What 
do you think of those Scriptures you 
cannot understand?” The noted humor- 
ist replied, “They do not bother me at all; 
what bothers me are the Scriptures I 
can understand.” The Scripture I have 
quoted—words of the Lord Jesus—any- 
body, even a child, can understand. 
Passing strange it is that any person 
should question the fact of the personal 
return of the Lord when He has so 
clearly and forcibly spoken. Again let 
me say that “when the Master speaks 
all jangling voices ought to be hushed.” 
So, let the jangling voices that tell us 
Christ will not come again, and come 
personally, be forever silenced. 

It is important that we study all that 
our Lord said when He was here in the 
flesh, and that we study likewise what 
He said after His death and resurrection 
and ascension into the glory. We should 
not overlook His seven-fold message to 
His church in Revelation, chapters two 
and three. The words are His words. 
And we should remember, too, that the 
apostles spoke and wrote as they were 
moved by the Holy Spirit, who had been 
sent by Christ after His ascension; so 
their words are to be studied and heeded 
as being of equal value with those of 
the Master. Any voice that is contrary 
to the teachings of the New Testament 
is a jangling voice, and therefore ought 
to be hushed. 

We may not be able to hush these 
voices by argument, but there is a good 
way by which we can at least endeavor 
to silence them. The Scripture says, “So 
is the will of God, that with well doing 
ye may put to silence the ignorance of 
foolish men.” I Peter 2:15. Well doing. 
Here is something we can all do—we can 
do well,—and it is our most effective 
method of silencing jangling voices.

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When to Resign 


To please a veteran pastor, just ask 
him: “How long have you been in your 
church?” Among ministers the length of 
a pastorate is the accepted measure of 
a man’s worth. Yet all pastorates end. 
Nobody to date has stayed forever. 
Like death and taxes, the farewell ser- 
mon is inevitable. 

Most ministers are afraid of resigning 
from the church which they serve. Part 
of this is the aversion to change which 
often increases with the years. As we 
grow older we hesitate to face new ad- 
justments. With some it is a financial 
matter. They suspect that new church 
may mean a smaller salary, or that they 
may find themselves out in the cold al- 
together without visible means of sup- 
port. Some sensitive souls interpret a 
resignation as a confession of failure. 
Others are reluctant to face the fact that 
the years have crept upon them and that 
they are older than they like to admit. 
Some just do not know what to do with 
themselves when there are no longer 
calls to be made and sermons to be pre- 
pared. Rare is the man who can face 
his own resignation in a jubilant or even 
optimistic mood. 

Much of this gloom in unnecessary. 
The least that can be said is that as soon 
as a man resigns, invitations to dinner 
come flooding in on him. Quite liter- 
ally, most ministers depart with a good 
taste in their mouth. Tensions relax. 
Relationships which may have been or- 
ganizational and formal become more 
personal. Leaving a church can be a lot 
of fun. 

Going more deeply, a man’s departure 
need not imply any sense of failure. To 
say that your job is done may mean that 
you have really accomplished something. 
Men come and go in all walks of life— 
including the ministry. 

When I began my ministry, over forty 
years ago, we were often scolded for 
not staying long enough with our 
churches. As churches have becom? 
more stable and pastorates have length- 
ened, that complaint is less often heard 
—and then chiefly from the people who 
have to find someone to take the place 
of the departing brother. There will al- 
ways be men with restless feet and with 
a lively imagination as to the succulence 
of the grass on the other side of the 
fence; but today, for every minister who 
moves too soon, there are three or four 
who stay too long. 

If possible, a minister should keep 
the initiative in regard to his own de- 
parture. He should not wait for a nudge 
from his ecclesiastical superiors, or for 
a vote of his congregation. Ministers 
should not only write their own resigna- 
tions, but they should also decide when 


they should be written. A wise pastor 
keeps ahead of his flock, even in such 
matters as a change of leadership. 

In deciding whether to stay or to go, 
a minister must pretty much keep his 
own counsel. Ministerial friends and 


neighbors may help him to think through — 


his problem, but his own church mem- 


bers are likely to be a total loss. To ask 
their advice is folly. They will usually | 


urge a minister to stay, because they 
imagine that to do otherwise would be 


an unfriendly act on their part. Some- 
will hesitate to tell a minister to leave | 
for fear that his particular followers | 


will resent their doing so. If a minister 
desires to hear a lot of flattering but 


insincere words, let him ask the first” 
dozen members whom he encounters — 
whether he should leave or not. And 


there is always somebody around who 
will say: “If you go, we might as well 
close the church!” ~ 


A wise pastor will not even suggest — 


the possibility that he might depart un-_ 
til his mind is made up—and then he 


will not reconsider his decision. The 


people on the outside, the members who 


rarely come to church, those who have 
relatively little to do with the minister, — 
instinctively dislike the idea of a change > 


of pastors. Often the part of the con- | 


gregation which is normally invisible 
will suddenly appear in a church meet- 
ing and support a motion to ask their 
dear pastor to reconsider his resignation. 
If the minister has any sense, he will 
neither encourage such a movement nor 
heed its voice. Having decided to go, 
he will insist on going. ; 
Two considerations should lead a 
minister to seek another field of use- 
fulness. 
The first is a feeling in his heart that 
he is “through.” He has finished one 
chapter, and has no clear revelation as 
to what the next one should be. His pep 
may have popped and his enthusiasm 
evaporated. He is tired. If this is just 
a mood, a man may be able to go off 
somewhere, get some new ideas, and 
achieve a new start.’But a frame of mind 
which may be normal in June can be 
disastrous in September. 
A man needs to balance two questions 
avainst each other: “What have I done 
in this church?” and “What more can 
I do?” When the answer to number one 
completely outweighs the answer to 
number two, he should start looking for 
another job. 
The second condition is active oppo- 
sition. This is something different from 
the friction which is a normal accom- 


ran 


paniment to the work of a church. If- 
people get peeved one at a time, and- 
possibly depart by twos and_ threes, 
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Propagation Not Propaganda 


In dealing with the question of how 
we can be pioneers of revival we must 
face the facts: we must begin with our- 
selves and we must give God a sacrificial 
obedience and believe in the propagative 
power of revival, — 

One weakness of our salesmanship- 
mind-d culture is that we have substi- 
tuted propaganda for prop?gation Pron- 
aganda is something that you “put over” 
on somebody. It suggests a certain 
amount of cunning and of trickery. Prop- 
agation, on the other hand, is extension 
and multiplication by the release of in- 
ner forces—the force of truth and love 
and goodwill. It is not artificial: it is vi- 
tal. It is life giving birth to life, as when 
we speak of propagating the species, 

To borrow a very up-to-date figure, 

_ revival, once begun, has a way of ex- 
panding in a chain reaction, like the re- 
lease of atomic energy. A handful of 
humble men and women in Jerusalem 
experienced revival on the day of Pen- 
tecost. There were only about a hundred 
and twenty of them. But what they had 
from God was self-propagating. It spread 
so amazingly through the Roman Em- 
pire that some historians give an esti- 
mate of ten million lives laid hold of by 
the Christian movement in the first cet- 
tury. 

Usually revival starts with a meetine 
of a few minds and hearts in a fellowship 
of concern and a comradeship of confess- 
ing prayer. That is what hanpened in 

~Clunny, France, at the close of the Dark 
Ages. A small company of men met for 


) regular prayer and soul-searching. The 


“movement spread far and broad, bring- 

ing new spiritual life to the people. 
That is what happened in England in 

the 18th century. Wesley and Whitefield

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preached in the fields to as many as 
twenty thousand at a time. But that was 
only after the chain-reaction of spiritual 
power had reached the full explosion 
stage. It began with a little group of 
men at Oxford University who were bur- 
dened about revival in their own souls 
and in the life of Christians in Britain. 


Edwin Orr says that the sanest revival 
in modern times was the one which 
swept over America in 1857. There was 
a minimum of wild fire and a maximum 
of sheer spiritual power. It began—at 
least so far as the United States was con- 
cerned—when a lone man, Jeremiah 
Lamphier, knelt in prayer in a Dutch 
Reformed Church on Fulton Street in 
New York City. A few others joined him. 
The nation was in a bad way. Crime 
was rife. Slavery was in full: swing. 
“Free Love” doctrines were spreading. 

So it was time to pray and propagate 
revival. Before long, the little “cell” of 
prayer that started with one and grew to 
five had become a tremendous structure 
of intercessory prayer. Four thousand 
people were crowding into Jayne’s Hall, 
New York, for noonday prayer meetings, 
Conversions began to occur. The whole 
country was stirred. 

When the awakening was at its height, 
it was estimated that fifty thousand per- 
sons were converted weekly throughout 
the country. In the course of the awaken- 
ing there were more than a million per- 
sons who were added to the churches of 


the land. 


“Excitement,” you say. Yes, but of a 
deep and durable sort. Out of that vast 
release of spiritual power there came in 
a few years the evangelistic ministries of 
such men as Dwight L. Moody. Out of 
it came such immensely useful agencies 
as the Christian Endeavor Societies, The 
Student Volunteer Movement, the Y. M. 
C. A., the Y. W. C. A. Out of it came the 
Sundav school movement, the Interna: 
tional Uniform Lessons, and the Sunday 
school conventions. All of these move- 
ments were dynamic and tremendously 
useful in their early days. 

It will soon be a hundred years since 
the so-called Great American Awaken- 
ing. God, I am convinced, is ready to give 
us another one in this twentieth cen- 
tury. He is locking for people who will 
be the conductors of it, burdened spirits 
who, cleansed and inflamed in their own 
bearts, will be pioneers of revival. 

Their fervent cry will be that of a fel- 
Jow-pioneer of lone ago, the prophet 
Habakkuk: “O Lord, revive Thy work, 
in the midst of the years, in the midst of 
the years make known; in wrath remem- 


ber mercy.” Habakkuk 3-2.—Paul S. Rees

The Lure of Living 


Life is a process in which we are 
ever planning and dreaming and look- 
ing toward the future. The future for 
the child of God should ever grow 
brighter unto the perfect day. 

Life is so meaningful and so inter- 
esting that it is the purpose of God that 
man should live life in its highest 
sphere. Many have never caught the 
vision of life on the higher plane. They 
live in the lowlands instead of reaching 
into the higher altitude where the hori- 
zons are wider. 

Jesus announced that the purpose of 
His coming was that men might have 
life, and have it more abundantly. 

Life in its highest sphere is creative. 
God’s Word gives this command: “Be 
ye doers of the Word, and not hearers 
only.” This means quit listening and do 
something. Our actions may speak 
louder than our words. 

One of the hinderances to creative 
living is selfishness. Many lives have 
been wrecked by becoming  self-cen- 
tered. The underlying popular mood is 
selfishness. We must overcome _ this 
mood if we are to live in the highest 
sphere. ( 

The life that is ever giving out to 
others is like the five barley loaves and 
two fishes that fed the five thousand. 
They gathered far more after feeding 
the multitude than they had at the be- 
ginning. 


The reason Christianity is so attrac- 
tive, and continues to hold its grip upon 
the people, is that it is life. Jesus did 
not come. into the world to establish a 
relition, but He came to reveal to men 
the way of life. He said: “I am the way, 
the truth, and the life.” Jesus was never 
concerned about them following Him. 
In following Him, the keeping of His 
rules became normal. 

When life is lived upon an ascending 
scale, we will be constantly confronted 
with new situations. Every victory in 
life will call for some new testing. 
Strange new choices will constantly be 
thrust upon us when we are ascending 
the hill of the Lord. 

We should not be misled by the pop- 
ular viewpoint that the highest living 
depends upon outward conditions. Fav- 
orable living conditions are certainly 
to be sought after, but they do not com- 
prise the final things. 

This philosophy of God concerning 
happiness is queer to the world, but 
the philosophy that has brought to the 
world so much frustration in this mod- 
ern age is still queerer philosophy. The 
life that God offers through Christ is 
not dependent for its happiness upon 
outward conditions. Such a life is in- 
vested with the key that unlocks closed 
doors, and marches on to triumph and 
victory in the face of the besetting ob- 
stacles that may be met along the jour- 
ney.

Wonder at Suffering 


Ever since Hagar without food or — 


shelter wandered through the wilderness 
with her outcast boy, people have been 
wondering at the suffering of innocent 
women and children. 


Ever since Job, because of a loathsome 
leprosy, was' cast out of his own house 
and lay in an ash bank scratching him- 
self with a piece of broken pottery, men 
have been wondering at their own sick- 
ness for which they could find no visible 
physical cause. 

Ever since Jacob waited 20 years not 
knowing whether his son Joseph was 
dead or alive, anxious fathers and moth- 
ers have been looking down the road 
cloyed with an anxiety worse than death, 
saying, “Where is my wandering boy?” 

Ever since David's heart broke with 
the tidings of Absalom’s tragic death, 
devout and devoted fathers have been 
crushed with the conduct of wicked and 
ungrateful sons. 

Ever since righteous Lazarus lay a 
pauper at a rich man’s gate people have 
been wondering why good, God-fearing 
men should come to their graves in poy- 
erty—literally objects of charity. 

Ever since Parson Judas succeeded in 
getting himself elected to a high office 
in the first church, sane, conservative, 
refined, honest people have wondered 
why they should suffer the mortification 
and humiliation of seeing the trickster, 
mountebank, the hypocrite cutting a 
wide swath in the pulpit and in church 
councils while worthy men whose sac- 
rificial unostentatious labors make the 
instutions of religion possible plod in 
obscuri-y, unhonored and unsung. 

But a young man reading these lines 
says, “There goes an old man with char- 
acteristic pessimism talking about trou- 
ble.” No, son, you are mistaken. It is 
not a pessimist speaking to you but a 
confirmed optimist laying a predicate for 
a suggestion that will keep trouble from 
making a pessimist of you and give you 
a sane, optimist view of life. Here is 
the suggestion: 

When trouble comes make the right 
use of it. Instead of collapsing and go- 
ing into a state of self-pity trust God 
and play the man. Say to yourself, “Now 
that this trouble has come, what use 
can I make of it? How can I use it to 
develop character and increase useful- 
ness?” When trouble comes, don’t whis- 
tle it down the wind and call it a piece 
of bad luck, but look it squarely in the 
face and say, “What does God mean to 
teach me through this trying experience? 
How can I, by God’s help, use it to build 
me up rather than let it sap my 
strength?” 

What use to make of trouble is an in- 
teresting and very profitable study. 
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this is no cause for alarm. It is when the 
people who are peeved stay around and 
do not depart that a minister needs to 
do some hard thinking. Curiously, if 
there is real opposition, the greater the 
success which a minister achieves the 
- more it is resented. If the church seems 
_ to be dropping apart, the opposition 
will just let it drop, but if it seems to 
be doing well, look out for trouble! 

_ We doubt if any minister has ever 
_ succeeded in throwing a real opposition 
out of his church. He may get a majority 
vote of the congregation on his own be- 
half, and he may even grant letters of 
dismission to some of the trouble makers, 
_ but that will not end the trouble. The 
_ reason is this. The people who vote to 
_ sustain the pastor are moved by mixed 
motives. Some do it out of friendship, 
some out of force of habit, some because 
they dislike the opposition. But among 
those who claim to be for him there 
are always those who are really against 
him. No matter how many victories he 
wins, he is always defeated. In the end 
he is out. 

Astonishing are the foolish things 
which frightened ministers will do. One 
man semed to think that he could keep 
his church by proving that the vote to 
oust him was illegal. What happened 
“was that they called another meeting 
and did the same thing over again in 
a legal way. Another man has made a 
great stew because he was cast out by 
a margin of one vote. And yet if he had 
_ been kept by a margin of one vote, both 
he and the church would have been 
~ much worse off. The more a pastor who 

is on the way out kicks against the pricks, 
the more trouble he gets himself and his 
church into. 
: I have lived a long time and heard 
about a lot of great moral victories, but 
it is my candid opinion that there is no 
jcb really worth fighting for. No man 
-anywhere, and least of all a minister, 
can do good work in the face of violent 
opposition. 

If there is real opposition in a church, 
the quicker the minister gets out, the 
better. If he is suffering from injustice, 
the injustice will merely grow greater 
the longer he stayss. If he is being given 
a raw deal, the deal will simply get 
rawer, And the more his woes are noised 
about the harder will it be for him to 
~ get another job, and for the church to 
get another minister. All wars get worse, 
and this is particularly true of holy wars. 
For the sake of his own future and that 
of his church, and for the sake of the 
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Glad Tidings

Red China’s Narcotics 

George F. Eliot, writing in the last 
issue of The American Mercury, tells 
some astonishing things about Red China 
and the narcotic traffic. Something new 
and debasingly wicked in human  his- 
tory is taking place: “This organized 
dope traffic, operated by the Chinese 
Reds as a government monopoly” has 
‘these evil purposes: not only to obtain 
foreign exchange, especially U.S. dol- 
lars, but (1) to finance their political 
activities in various countries; and (2) 
to sabotage opponents and prospective 
victims by creating addicts among their 
populations. “The United States,” re- 
ports Federal Narcotics Commissioner 
Harry J. Tinslinger, “ranks high as a 
target of Communist China to be regu- 
larly supplied with dollar-earning, health- 
and moral-devastating heroin.” The 
shocking thing is that Red China, as a 
government, is engaged “in selling dope: 
one of the lowest forms of crime in an 
individual, unspeakably degrading in 
what is supposed to be a responsible 
government.” 

One is shocked into the realization 
that large segments of the world are 
governed by the vilest, lowest of men, 
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men who deliberately seek to degrade 
their fellowmen by making them dope 
addicts, and all for their own gain. Cer- 
tainly the world is in a dreadful condi- 
tion. One can readily see why those 
terrible, predicted judgments of the 
Great Tribulation, as given in Revela- 
tion 6 through 19, must fall upon a god- 
less world.
